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Non  Perfectum,  sed  Inceptum*

Many  people  have  the  idea  that  when  a person  receives  a diploma 
from  a college  or  university  his  education  is  complete.  Some  even 
enter  school  under  this  impression.  But  this  is  as  wrong  as  to 
suppose  that  one  is  a musician  when  he  has  learned  to  play  the 
scales  and  a few  elementary  pieces.  If  education  were  then  complete, 
we  could  not  now  truthfully  say:  “Non  Perfectum,  sed  Inceptum;” 
“not  finished,  but  begun.” 

We  read  in  psychology  that  “education  is  of  no  value 
until  one  has  forgotten  it.  ” What  is  meant  by  this?  Simply:  in  order 
that  our  education  may  be  of  value  to  us,  it  must  become  second 
nature  to  us.  Just  as  in  our  English,  it  is  rarely  necessary  for  us 
even  to  think  in  which  mode  to  place  a verb,  or  in  which  case  the 
noun,  so  it  must  be  with  our  other  languages,  be  they  modern  or 
ancient.  The  same  rule  will  apply  to  our  sciences.  Of  what  good 
is  our  physics  to  us,  if  we  think  a thing  is  true  or  untrue  only  because 
our  text  book  or  professor  says  so?  Will  it  not  be  of  more  good  to 
us  if  we  go  out  into  real  life  and  prove  the  rules  for  ourselves  and 
others? 

According  to  the  above,  we  now  have  before  us  the  task  of  for- 
getting our  education,  at  least  in  minor  points.  Education  is  not 
entirely  a matter  of  book  learning.  The  knowledge  we  receive  from 
our  books  is  by  no  means  the  sum-total  of  what  we  learn  in  school. 
We  must  be  able  to  see,  with  the  poet  Shakespeare:  “sermons  in 
stones,  books  in  running  brooks,  and  good  in  everything.” 

Our  education  must  also  have  widened  our  mental  vision,  so 
that  we  are  able  to  see  more  in  the  things  surrounding  us,  and  in 
our  dealing  with  our  fellowmen.  If  education,  in  lifting  us  above 
the  ordinary  affairs  of  life,  also  lifts  us  above  the  thots  and  the  feelings 
of  our  brethern,  it  is  a failure.  If  we  cannot  “laugh  with  those  that 
laugh,  and  weep  with  those  that  weep,”  then  woe  to  us  for  our 
education. 

Let  us  now  look  at  our  motto  a little  closer.  The  origin  of  this 
saying,  “non  perfectum,  sed  inceptum,”  seems  to  be  unknown. 
It  is  an  accepted  fact,  however,  that  it  originated  before  the  third 
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century,  A.  D.,  as  it  quoted  by  a Latin  writer  of  that  period.  He 
used  it  in  composing  the  biography  of  a man  of  his  day,  a man  who 
had  risen  to  great  heights,  and  therefore  thot  he  had  established  for 
himself  a place  in  history  for  all  time.  But  this  writer  seems  to 
have  prophesied  about  this  man  when  he  said:  ‘‘non  perfectum,  sed 
inceptum,”  for  we  look  in  vain  for  his  name  in  history.  Tradition 
tells  us  that  in  the  evening  of  his  life  he  committed  so  many  mis- 
deeds that  his  noble  deeds  were  forgotten. 

In  line  with  this  thot,  we  have  the  name  of  the  exercises  cele- 
brating the  event  of  our  having  completed  the  college  course:  “The 
Commencement  Exercises.”  Is  this  not  a misnomer?  We  have  now 
spent  eight  years  in  Public  Schools,  four  years  in  High  School  and 
Academy,  and  another  four  years  in  College,  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years  in  all,  and  now  they  tell  us  we  have  but  begun?  Is  this  not 
discouraging?  Should  wTe  not  now  have  completed  our  education, 
so  that  there  can  be  nothing  more  for  us  to  learn,  nothing  to  be 
taught  us?  It  is  true,  that  we  have  learned  many  things  during 
these  years  spent  in  school,  but  also  forgotten  many.  And  yet,  even 
that  may,  and  doubtless  does,  have  its  good  side.  If  we  were  to  remem- 
ber all  we  had  ever  learned,  even  the  details,  our  minds  would  soon 
become  overstocked  with  useless  ideas. 

Or  take  the  synonym  for  “commencement,”  “graduation.” 
This  word  signifies  growth,  development.  If  our  education  were 
completed  with  the  receiving  of  a diploma,  there  would  be  no  oppor- 
tunity for  growth,  for  further  development. 

About  a year  ago  a cartoon  appeared  in  one  of  our  daily  papers, 
illustrating  this  fact.  The  cartoonist  had  taken  his  idea  from  the 
sporting  world.  To  the  right  of  the  picture  lay  a wrestling  mat, 
surrounded  by  ropes  labelled,  “Necessity.”  In  the  ring,  ready  for 
the  contest,  stood  the  world,  personified  as  a wrestler.  To  the  left 
of  the  cartoon  stood  a long  line  of  books,  beginning  with  the  primer 
and  ending  with  the  Latin  and  Greek  books.  A student  was  just 
emerging  from  among  the  books,  having  eaten  his  way  thru.  He 
looked  tired  after  his  long  struggle  with  knowledge,  but  there  was 
no  rest  for  him.  Time,  the  referee,  was  already  pointing  impatiently 
at  his  watch.  The  title  of  the  picture  was,  “And  now  begins  the 
struggle .” 

Let  us  now  look  at  the  second  part  of  our  motto : “Sed  inceptum,  ’ 
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but  begun/'  The  very  fact  that  we  have  begun  must  not  be  disre- 
garded. The  beginning  is  important.  Why  is  Gutenberg,  the 
inventor  of  the  printing  press,  honored  so  highly?  His  machine  was 
very  crude  and  imperfect,  and  many  men  since  his  day  have  perfected 
better  printing  presses.  If  we  were  to  enter  the  building  of  one  of 
our  large  daily  newspapers,  we  should  find  immense  rotary  presses, 
turning  out  two  hundred  printed  and  folded  newspapers  per  minute. 
But  still,  when  we  speak  of  the  invention  of  printing,  we  think  of 
Gutenberg. 

Or  take  the  science  of  wireless  telegraphy.  Here  the  name  of 
Marconi  at  once  comes  to  our  minds,  even  tho  many  other  men 
have  assisted  in  furthering  this  science. 

“Not  finished,  but  begun.”  This  can  be  applied  to  things 
other  than  education.  Take,  for  example,  the  science  of  electricity. 
A few  brief  scores  of  years?  span  the  space  of  time  that  has  elapsed 
since  Franklin  flew  his  kite,  and  in  this  way  proved  the  identity  of 
lightning  and  electricity ; and  only  a few  brief  centuries  since, 
Gilbert,  ‘‘  the  father  of  modern  science  of  electricity  and  magnetism,  ’ ’ 
discovered  that  electricity  could  be  produced  by  rubbing  together 
two  substances,  such  as  glass  and  silk,  or  other  objects  of  similar 
nature.  And  yet,  what  great  progress  has  been  made  in  this  science 
since  that  day. 

There  is  hardly  a person  in  the  civilized  world  today  who  is  not 
in  some  manner  affected  by  electricity.  We  pick  up  our  daily  or 
weekly  newspaper.  They  have  received  their  news  by  telegraph. 
We  wish  to  order  an  article  from  the  store,  step  up  to  the  telephone, 
and  by  its  use  save  many  unnecessary  steps.  The  smaller  cities  are 
not  called  progressive  until  they  have  installed  a system  of  electric 
lighting.  When  wishing  to  go  to  town,  we  step  onto  an  electric- 
driven  tram-car  and  are  rapidly  carried  to  our  destination.  We 
hardly  dare  pass  over  without  mentioning  the  wireless  telegraph, 
which  is  playing  such  a large  part  in  our  day,  being  very  instrumen- 
tal in  the  case  of  wrecks  at  sea.  In  adding  the  names  of  the  electric 
fan  and  automobile  we  are  but  beginning  the  list  of  .articles  used 
with  the  aid  of  electricity. 

And  yet,  with  all  these  inventions  which  have  been  perfected  in 
this  science  who  would  call  it  a completed  science?  Who  does  not 
look  forward  to  greater  things  in  this  line? 
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An  old  proverb  says:  “Our  education  extends  from  the  cradle 
to  the  grave.’’  So  it  is.  Every  day  something  new  comes  before 
us,  something  we  have  never  experienced  before,  or  never  in  that 
form.  It  may  be  an  old  idea  brought  before  us  in  a new  way,  so 
that  we  see  and  experience  it  in  a new  light,  and  it  will  appear  new 
to  us. 

But  we  must  not,  for  this  reason,  disregard  or  despise  the  former 
time  of  our  life,  when  we  knew  less.  That  too  has  its  place  and 
plays  its  part.  Harold  Bell  Wright,  in  his  latest  novel — “Their 
Yesterdays” — names  as  one  of  the  thirteen  truly  great 

things  of  life.  He  has  some  very  striking  statements  in  that  chapter; 
statements,  which  at  first  sight  appear  paradoxical  and  doubtful. 
For  example:  “To  know  Ignorance,  is  the  highest  order  of  Know- 
ledge.” And  again,  he  compares  Ignorance  to  a rich  soil  from  which 
the  seeds  of  knowdedge  will  yield  a hundredfold  fruit.  He  contrasts 
false,  assumed  Wisdom  with  Ignorance,  and  says  that  a man,  claiming 
wisdom  he  does  not  possess,  is  like  a pigmy  in  giant’s  clothing, 
while  a man  admitting  ignorance,  is  a well-clad  and  armoured  Knight. 
A man,  claiming  to  know  all  about  everything,  is  doubted  even  in 
that  which  he  knows. 

The  world  is  full  of  books.  It  is  impossible  to  read  them  all. 
Just  so  it  is  with  knowledge.  It  is  necessary  to  make  a selection 
even  in  that  which  one  would  know.  Even  in  regard  to  the  evil  of 
this  world,  will  this  apply,  for,  if  one  knows  too  much  of  the  evil  of 
the  world,  he  is  liable  to  think  that  there  is  no  good.  How  we 
sometimes  pity  ourselves  for  not  knowing  as  much  about  evil  as 
others  know.  We  do  not  recognise  that  we  should  rather  pity  them 
and  esteem  ourselves  higher  for  not  knowing  it. 

Let  us  now  take  examples  from  history  to  prove  our  motto. 
We  have  here,  on  the  one  hand,  people  who  were  very  unsuccessful 
in  school,  but  attained  fame  in  life,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we 
have  men  who  were  successful  in  school,  but  decided  failures  in  life, 

Edison,  when  a boy  had  a great  yearning  for  reading.  He 
undertook  to  read  every  book  in  the  Detroit  Free  Library,  but  was 
stopped  when  he  had  read  fifteen  solid  feet  of  books,  and  he  now 
says  that  he  has  done  comparatively  little  reading  since. 

Whittier  was,  apparently,  a very  un-poetic  boy,  until  one  day, 
when  he  was  fourteen  years  old,  he  found  a copy  of  Burns'  poems, 
which  inspired  him.  Wagner,  the  renowned  opera  writer,  was  twice 


put  back  in  classes  and  was  called  by  his  teachers,  “lazy  and 
slovenly.”  Hegel,  the  philosopher,  was,  while  at  school,  especially 
deficient  in  philosophy.  Heinrich  Heine’s  teachers  said  he  had  no 
soul  for  poetry.  Yet  above  all,  as  an  example,  stands  Napoleon. 
He  was  graduated  forty-second  in  the  class.  But  Swift  conferred  a 
true  tribute  upon  him  when  he  says:  “Who  and  where  are  the  forty- 
one  above  him?” 

On  the  other  hand,  that  men  who  were  successful  in  school  but  a 
failure  in  life,  our  University  records  will  all  testify.  Here  is  a 
typical  example:  A young  man,  in  the  first  year  of  his  college  career, 
received  a medal  for  efficiency  in  mathematics , and  in  his  final  year 
in  college,  failed  in  mathematics.  Here  is  another  young  man  who 
appears  to  be  exceptionally  bright.  A brilliant  career  is  predicted 
for  him,  and  yet,  after  he  leaves  school,  he  is  never  heard  of. 

The  world,  in  this  age  of  progress,  has  no  room  for  one  who 
stands  still.  It  demands  that  everyone  progress  with  it.  Our  alms- 
houses are  filled  with  men  who  could  not  keep  up  with  the  times  and 
progress  as  rapidly  as  was  demanded,  and  were  therefore  cast  aside 
as  useless  material.  And  the  world  is  not  entirely  wrong  in  doing 
this.  For  if  we  cease  to  strive,  if  we  try  to  call  a standstill  in  our 
life  and  advance  no  more,  we  will  soon  find  that  we  are  not  only 
not  progressing,  but  that  we  are  retrograding.  We  lose  our  hold 
and  gradually  slip  back.  The  world  moves  on  and  we  find  ourselves 
left  in  the  rear.  Why  is  it  that  men,  in  Politics,  dislike  being 
called  “Conservatives”  and  “Standpatters”?  Is  it  not  that  they  do 
not  wish  to  be  known  as  men  who  are  not  making  progress?  For 
this  reason,  it  is  not  a disgrace  to  acknowledge  that,  having  reached 
the  end  of  our  college  course,  we  have  not  yet  learned  all  of  life’s 
lessons  but  rather  have  but  begun. 

This  proverb  should  be,  and  doubtless  is,  an  inspiration  to  us, 
an  expression  of  hope,  a wish  for  a better  future.  W e have  begun, 
but  let  us  not  think  that  we  have  finished,  the  race.  If  we  are 
not  willing  to  learn  more,  even  in  our  everyday  life,  if  we  think  and 
act  as  if  we  knew  all  about  everything,  then  woe  to  us,  then  can  it 
truly  be  said  of  us : “They  progress  no  more,  they  are  receding.” 
But  if  wTe  strive  to  do  better,  to  learn  from  life  the  lessons  it  has  in 
store  for  us,  remembering  always  that  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment, for  betterment,  then  is  there  hope  for  us,  the  hope  of  a bright, 
glorious  and  useful  future.  Therefore  let  us  never  forget  our  motto: 
“Non  perfectum,  sed  inceptum.”

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Athletics

to  make  our  school  known  and  respected  among  the  other  schools 
about  us  and  to  attain  a manhood,  pure  and  strong. 


Cbe  ^football  Ceam 

Activities  on  the  athletic  field,  have  been  ended  with  the  termi- 
nation of  the  school  year  and  I shall  endeavor  to  give  here  a brief 
summary  of  what  we  have  done  in  athletics.  Much  has  already  been 
said  in  former  issues  of  the  Seminarist  but  not  enough  to  show 
adequately  why  we  are  glad  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year 
in  football,  baseball,  and -other  sports.  It  is  interesting  to  know  how 
the  football  team  passed  thru  an  evolutionary  process  till  it  became 
what  it  proved  to  be.  In  the  early  part  of  the  fall  of  1910  Karl  F. 
Wettstein  lit  the  match  that  kindled  the  fire  of  a new  football  spirit, 
and  that  chiefly  among  the  young  fellows,  who  afterwards  composed 
our  first  team.  Wettstein  himself  wras  elected  captain  of  the  team 
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The  team  may  well  be  com- 
mended for  its  dauntless  deter- 
mination to  succeed:  It  had  a 
poor  ground  for  its  gridiron  and 
very  few  enthusiasts  outside  of 
the  team  to  practice  with.  But 
Captain  3err\?  Xammers  they  did  rise  above  their  hand- 
icaps and  won  many  a victory.  Even  the  veterans  of  St.  Joseph 
commented  upon  the  efficient  and  fair  play  of  our  boys,  so  that  we 
felt  that  our  team  had  won  victories  even  in  defeat.  Near  the  close 
of  the  Reason  the  rays  of  the  departing  sun  fell  upon  a number  of 
battles  in  out-door  basket  ball.  Del  Manzo,  Middents,  Reemtsma, 
Zbitovsky  and  Gomez,  all  were  there  and  engaged  in  many  a fray 
that  lasted  till  day  departed.  VVe  expect,  however,  to  do  a great  deal 
more  in  basketball  work  next  fall. 

When  real  cold  weather  set  in,  the  students  utilized  the  base- 
ments for  boxing,  wrestling,  and  exercising  with  the  dumb-bells  and 
on  the  parallel-bars.  The  Hercules  of  the  mat  was  John  De  Berg. 


and  helped  much  to  keep  enthu- 
siasm alive.  But  this  enthu- 
siasm soon  met  with  objections 
on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and 
that  for  the  reason  that  all  of 
the  players  were  not  yet  able  to 
show  their  qualifications.  Ef- 
forts to  gain  the  consent  of  the 
faculty,  seemed  at  first  futile 
but  the  glad  news  came  one  hap- 
py day  that  the  team  might  go 
on  in  the  work  it  had  begun. 
The  efforts  of  the  team  were 
crowned  with  victories  and  ad- 
miration. Besides  Mr.  Wett- 
stein,  the  team’s  R.  H.,  the  sen- 
ior class  was  represented  in  the 
team  by  Mr.  Reemtsma,  as 
manager  and  all  around  substi- 
tute. 
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His  “full- nelsons”  and  “toe- 
holds” were  always  very  effici- 
ent in  getting  the  opponent 
“pinned.”  Engagements  in 
boxing  were  held  usually  by  the 
Mexicans,  Fernandez  and  V. 

Bernal.  Besides  this  kind  of 
exercise  there  was  that  taken 
out  doors  in  walking  and  cross- 
country running.  The  writer 
was  the  leader  of  the  Spanish- 
speaking group,  which  followed 
the  scientific  teachings  of  Ber- 
narr  McFadden  and  sought  to 
develop  their  bodies  and  to  add 
to  their  muscular  power.

tie  of  8 to  8.  In  the  game  with  Ep worth  Seminary  victory  was  oursr 
the  score  being  7 to  4.  Several  weeks  el  j h.y.ng  is  still  in  store  for 
the  team  after  the  date  of  this  writing  and  we  say  with  ooehdmce 
that  our  victories  will  be  many. 

T1  le  promise  of  a new  athletic  field  on  Kane  Heights  brings 
with  it  also  promises  of  greater  things  in  College  athletics.  The 
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gymnasium  too,  will  offer  11s  fine  opportunities  for  the  development  of 
more  interest  in  indoor  sports  and  along  with  this  for  the  betterment 
of  our  physical,  mental,  and  moral  make-ups.

Up/  to  tin?  ape  of  nineteen,  at  the  public  schcols  of  his  native 
City,  Wiliaul  Stanton  had  received  the  ordinary  education  of  the 
average  you  1 g A n sri can.  At  that  point  he  manifested  a remarkable 
taste  for  study,  and  bis  parents  being  well  able  to  appreciate  a 
youth's  thirst  for  knowledge,  he  was  permitted  to  spend  the  summer 
vacation  after  his  g:  ad  nation  from  High  School,  in  wandering  thru 
the  woods  and  among  the  hills  -this  to  give  him  time  and  freedom 
to  decide  what  vocation  he  would  be  inclined  to  follow7.

Relished  indeed — but  they  were  slowly 
and  surely  robbing  him  of  his  simple  faith.  First  came  Sabathier, 
then  James;  and  then  he  was  drawn  on  till  he  had  read  Locke, 
Haeckel,  Schopenhauer,  and  Nietzche,  with  all  their  ridiculing 
materialism.  At  first  he  lost  confidence  in  the  authority  of  the 
Bible,  but  was  consoled  with  the  thought  that,  like  Sabathier,  lie 
could  be  devout  in  s]  ife  of  that.  And  as  he  read  more  and  as  he  ex- 
perienced more  of  the  disillusionment s of  life,  he  said  to  himself: 
“Nobody  knows,  nobody  can  teach  me.  I must  find  out  for  myself, 
and  he  studied  more  ardently  than  hi  fore.  He  sought  everywhere 
for  scmetl  in  5 that  he  could  regard  as  ultimate  truth.  He  cried  and 
prayed  and  struggled.  And  it  was  then  that  bitter  disappointments 
came:  reason,  after  all,  could  explain  so  little.  Unable  now  to  rely 
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on  anything  else,  he  fell  into  the  gloom  of  hopeless  despair: 

“If  truth  cannot  be  found,  if  even  the  idea  of  a God  is  merely 
the  result  of  the  action  of  brain  cells,  why  be  tormented  here  with 
the  never  relenting  pains  of  longing  for  the  Infinite?  Why  cling  to 
hope  and  why  seek  happiness  when  they  are  but  baits  to  lure  us  on? 
Why  educate,  why  build,  why  cultivate,  why  plan,  why  love  and  pray 
and  suffer,  when  the  end  of  all  is  — nothingness?5' 

Thoughts  like  these  surged  up  in  his  mind  almost  continuously ; 
and  it  was  not  until  one  evening  in  May,  just  two  weeks  before 
graduation,  that,  as  he  sat  in  the  evening  by  the  open  window  of  his 
room  and  ruminated  after  his  usual  fashion,  he  became  afraid  of — 
himself.  He  was  bewildered  — dumbfounded.  The  world  seemed  dread- 
ful— horrible  — more  unbearable  than  all  the  horrors  Dore  was  ever 
able  to  represent  on  his  canvas.  Night  came  on  and  Willard’s  books 
remained  open  on  his  desk — but  untouched.  He  seemed  posessed  by 
a hopeless  gloom,  and  like  the  Patriarch,  wrestled  with  it  almost  till 
dawn.  The  town  clock  struck  four  and  still  he  sat  in  the  moonlight 
as  one  in  a trance— as  one  dead  to  the  world  about  him.

What  is  life  anyway  when  a tiny  bit  of  lead  like  this  can  put  an  end 
to  it  forever?”  With  this  thought  he  placed  the  muzzle  of  the  fire 
arm  against  his  right  temple  and — — He  could  not  shoot.  Some- 
how he  wished  to  live  a few  moments  longer.  To  live?  Yes,  but  ah  ! 
what  could  that  mean  to  him  now?  It  could  mean  nothing  more  than 
to  live  over  again  some  of  the  pleasant  hours  of  his  past.  And  this 
he  did.  He  was  reminded  of  the  lovely  face  of  one  with  whom  he 
once  was  wont  to  stroll  on  Sunday  afternoons  thru  the  parks  and 
along  the  brook.  He  thought  of  her  true  heart  and  her  child-like 
simplicity.  He  could  see  her  now,  as  she  smiled  at  him  from  among 
the  daisies  when  they  roamed  among  the  hills  one  October  afternoon ; 
that  day  when  he  was  so  touched  at  the  thought  that  just  as  the 
leaves  had  fallen  so  too  his  faith  and  his  hopes ; that  day  when  he 
was  out  with  her  for  the  last  time  because  even  companionship  had 
lost  its  charms  for  him  despairing. 

“To  the  brook.  To  the  brook.  Thither  will  I go  and  there  end 
my  life.  There,  where  often  before  I had  forgotten  all  my  grief,  there 
will  I now  put  an  end  to  every  misery.  Yes,  I’ll  go  to  the  brook  and 
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will  lay  down  my  head  on  that  rock  where  she  stood  that  day  when 
she  sang  for  me  her  “Sweet  Delight.” 

Quickly  he  drew  on  his  coat  and  stealthily  slunk  into  the  street, 
and  as  if  impelled  by  an  irresistible  evil  power,  he  bounded  along 
the  highway  till  he  reached  the  woods  and  finally  the  rapids  of  the 
brook.  There  was  the  solitary  turn  which  reminded  him  of  so  many 
happy  yesterdays.  And  in  that  place  he  thought  to  die.  Again  he 
drew  the  revolver.  And  again  he  could  not  shoot.  He  thought  of 
Janet,  the  only  girl  he  ever  truly  loved.  “She  plays  the  organ  to- 
morrow,” he  said  to  himself,  “in  Calvary  church.  To-morrow — no, 
to-day : it  is  already  morning.  Let  me  see  her  once  more.  Just  once 
more  and  then — 

He  returned  to  the  city  and  prepared  for  the  church  service  He
